HAZLETON, Pas, Sept. 18.—The second 
day of the strike finds the leadersn jubilant 
and the operators scornfully calm. Each 
side claims to have made the strongest 
showing. 

From an unbiased viewpoint, !t may be 
said that the union has succeeded in get- 
ting out a large percentage of the men in 
the upper, or Scranton, and the lower, o! 
Shamokin region. In the central, or Hazle- 
ton, region, the leaders have not made good 
their clsims. Not more than 50 per cent, if 
that manv of the men, went out. Nearly 
every north side colliery ig working and 
several on the south side. The operators 
say their men will remain at work. The 
miners say every mine will be shut down 
by Friday. Even this must prove which is 
right. 

President Mitchell asserts that fn all 112,- 
000 men are out, 72,000 in the Scranton dis- 
trict, 30,000 in the Shamokin district and 10,- 
000 ti: the’ Elagleton district. These figures 
are not conservative. They can be discount- 
ed 10 or 15, or even 20, per cent, with safety, 
and at that the strike is one of the greatest 
Sin tne history of the world. 

The plan of the campaign of the leaders 
is to work unceasingly to bring out the 
men who went into the mines yesterday. 
Meetings will be held all over the north 
side and union miners sent around at night 
to argue with the men who stayed in. 

The men in the Hazleton district who 
worked vesterday produce 2,500,000 tons a 
year. 

Coatrary with their agement with the 
firm abcut 20 or 25 per cent of the Markle 
men did not go to work yesterday morn- 
ing. The Markles expected all their men to 
keep thefi agreement and abide by the de- 
cision of the arbitrators. 

The firm put the -question squarely to 
President Mitchell. They agreed to Arch- 
bishop Ryan as the third arbitrator, who 
would herve the casting vote, but they re- 
fused to treat with President Mitchell. They 
said they had the arbitration principle and 
wanted .o stand by it, and did not care to 
treat with outsiders. Of course, Mitchell 
declined to entertain the idea. 

The first march of strikers in this re- 
gion took place early this morning when 
about 100 men from McAdoo, Audenried and 
Yorktown, headed by a brass band, 
marched through the south side en route 
to the Coleraine colliery with a view to 
inducing the men at that place to quit 
work. The strikers djd not attempt to 
force them to suspen@ work, but merely 
asked them to do so. In this the strikers 
were quite successful, as a number of non- 
union men returned to their homes. The 
marching miners then went back to Me- 
Adoo and dispersed. 

A crowd of Hungarian women of Me- 
Adoo, some of them carrying clubs, sur- 
rounded the Crawford and Dugan mines 
this morning and requested the men work- 
ing there to quit. Matters looked squally 
for a few minutes, but the women were 
told that the work being done there did not 
interfere with the strike, and they returned 
| to their homes, satisfied.

REVIEW OF THE PLATFORM. 


DECLARES THAT IMPERIALISM IS 
THE PARAMOUNT ISSUE. 


Touches Briefly on Each Plank of the 
Declaration Adopted at 
Kansas City. 


Following is W. J. Bryan’s letter accept- 
ing the Democratic nomination for Presi- 
dent of the United States: 
Lincoln, Neb., Sept. 15.—Hon James D. Richard- 
son, Chairman, and Others of the Notification Com- 
mittee of the Democratic National Convention: 
Gentliemen—In accepting the nomination tendered 
by you on behalf of the Democratic party, I beg 
to assure you of my appreciation of the great honor 
conferred upon me hy the delegates in convention 
assembied, and by the voters who gave instruction 
to the delegates. 
am seusible of the responsibilities which rest 
wpon the chief magistrate of so great a nation, and 
reniize the far reaching effect of the questions in- 
volved in the present contest. 
Renews the 
Pledge of ’96. 
In my letter of acceptance of 1896 I made 6 
following pledge: : 
“So deeply am I impressed with the magnitude 
of the power vested by the constitution in the 
chief executive of the nation, and witb the eno® 
mous influence which he can yield for the benefit 
or injury of the people that I wish to enter the 
office, if elected, free from any personal desire 
except the desire to prove worthy of the confidence 
of my countrymen. Human judgment is fallible 
enough when unblased by selfish considerations, and, 
in order that I may not be tempted to use the pat- 
ronage of the offive to advance any personal amb! 
tion, I hereby announce, with all the emphasis 
which words can express, my fixed determination 
not, under any circumstances, to be a candidate 
for re-election, in case this campaign results in my 
election.”’ 
Further reflection and observation constrain me to 
renew this pledge. 
The platform adopted at Kansas City commands 
my cordial and unqualified approval. It courage- 
ously meets the issues now before the country, 
and states clearly, and wtihout ambiguity. the 
rerty’s ition on every question considered. 
Adopted by a convention which assembled on the 
anniversary of the signing of the declaration of 
independence, it breathes the spirit of candor. in- 
dependence and patriotism which characterizes 
those who, at Philadelphia in 1776, promulgated 
the creed of the republic. 
Having in my notification speech discussed some- 
what at length the paramount issue. imperialism, 
and added some observations on militiarism and 
the Boer war, it is sufficient at this time to review 
the remaining planks of the platform. 
Private Monopoly 
Is an Outlaw. 
The platform very properly gives prominence to 
the trust question. The appalling growth of com- 
binations in restraint of trade during the present 
administration, proves conclusively that the Repub- 
lican party lacks either the desire ar the ability to 
deal with the question effectively. If as may be 
fairly assumed from the speeches and conduct of 
the Republican lenders, that party does not intend 
to take the poeple’s side against these organiza- 
tions, then the weak and qualified condemnation 
of trusts to be found in the Republican platform ts 
designed to distract attention while industrial 
despotism is completing its work. A private mo- 
nopoly has always been an outiaw. No defense can 
be made of an industrial system in which one, or a 
few fuen, can control for their own profit, the out- 
put er price of any article of m-rehandise. Under 
Such aA eyetem the consumer suffers extortion, the 
pratncer of raw material bas but one mmurchaser, 
And tiust sell at the arbitrary price fixed: the la- 
rer has bot one employer, and is powerless to 
protest against injustice, either in wages or In 
coniitions of labor: the small stockholder ts at the 
merey of the speculator, while the traveling sales- 
man contributes his salary to the overgrown profits 
of the trust. Since but a small proportion of the 
people ‘an Share in the advantages secured by 
private monopoly, it follows that the remainder of 
the people are vot only excluled from the benefits, 
hut are the helpless vietims of every monopoly or- 
canized, It is diffienlt to overestimate the imme- 
diate Injustice that may be done, to caleulate the 
ultimate effect of this injustice upon the social 
and political welfare of the people, 
Laws Will 

Be Enforced. 

Our platform, after suggesting certain epecific 
rewedies, pledges the party to an unéeasing war- 
fare aguinst private monopoly in nation, state and 
city. I heartily approve of this promise; if elected, 
it shall be my earnest and vonstant endeavor to ful- 
Hil the promise in letter and spirit. I e#hall select 
an attorney-general who will, without fear or fa- 
vor, enforce existing laws: I shall recommend #guch 
aiMitional legislation as may be necessary to dis- 
Selve every private monopoly which does businéss 
owside of the estate of its origin: and, if contrary 
to my bellef and hope, a constitutional amendment 
is found to be necessary, | shall recommend such 
fn amendment as wil’, without impairing any ef 
the existing rights of the states, empower Congrese 
to protect the people of all the statesofrom injury 
ot the hand# of individuals or corporations engaged 
in interstate commerce. 

The platform accurately describes’ the Dingley 
tariff law, when it condemns it as a “trust breed- 
ing meavsure, akilifully devised to give to the few 
favors which they do not deserve, and to place upon 
the many burdens which they shculd not) bear.’’ 
Under the operation trusts can plunder the people 
of the United States, whi'e they successfully coin- 
pete ip foreign markets with manufacturers of oth- 
er countrics. Even those who justify the gene-al 
policy _of protection will find it difficult to defend 
a tariff! which enables a trust to exact an exorbitant 
toll from the citleen. 

No War Made 
on Honest Wealth. 

The Democratic party makes no war upon honeet- 
ly acquired wealth; neither does it seck to em- 
barrass corporrtions engaged in legitimate business. 
but It does protest against corporations entering 
politics, and attempting to assume control of the 
instrumentalities of government. A corporation is 
not aes for political purposes, and should be 
compelled to confine itself to the business described 
in its charter. Honest corporations, engaged in 
an honest business, wi'l find it to their advantage 
to ald in the enactment of such legislation as wiil 

otect them from the undeserved odium which will 

brought 7 them by those corporations which 
enter the political arena.

An American 


Financial System. 

The platform reiterates the demand contained in 
the Chicago platform for an American financial sys- 
tem mede by the American poople for themselves. 
The purpose of such a eystem is to restore and 
maintain a bimetallic level of prices, and in order 
that there may be no uncertainty as to the method 


of restoring bimetallism, the specific declaration in 
favor of free and unlimited coinage at the existing 
ratio of 16 to 1, independent of the action of other 
nations, is repeated. In 1896 the Republican party 
recognized the necessity for bimetallism by pledg- 
ing the party to an earnest effort to secure an in- 
ternational agreement for the free colnage of silver, 
and the President, immediately after his inaugura- 
tion, by authority of Congress, appointed a com- 
mission composed of distinguished citizens to visit 
Europe and solicit foreign aid. Secretary Hay, in 
a letter written to Lord A'denham in November, 
1898, and afterwards published in England, de- 
clared that at that time the President and a ma- 
jority of his cabinet still belleved in the great de- 
sirability of an international agreement for the res- 
toration of the double standard, but that it did 
no teecin opportune to re-open the negotiations just 
then. The financial law enacted less than a year 
ago contains a concluding section declaring that the 
measure Was not intended to stand in the way of 
the restoration of bimetallism, whenever it could 
be done by co-operation with other nations. The 
platform submitted to the last Republican conven- 
tion with the indorsement of the administration 
again suggested the possibility of securing foreign 
aid in restoring silver. 


Republicans Abandon 
Double Standard. 


Now the Republican party, for the first time, 
openly abandons its advocacy of the double stand- 
ard, and indorses the monetary system which it 
has so often and so emphatically condemned. The 
Democratic party, on the contrary, remains the 
steadfast advocate of the gold and silver coinage 


or the constitution, and is not willing that other 
nations shall determine for us the time and wanner 
of restoring silver to its ancient place as a stand 
ard money. The ratio of 16 to 1 is not only the 
ratio now existing between all the gold and silver 
collars dn circulation in this country, a ratio which 
even the Kepublican administration has not at- 
tempted to change, but it is the only ratio advo- 
cated by those who are seeking to reopen the 
mints. Whether the Senate, now hostile to bi- 
metallism, can be changed during this campaign or 
the campaign of 10902 can only be determined after 
the votes are counted, but neither the present nor 
the future political complexion of Congress has 
prevented or should prevent an announcement of 
the party's position upon this subject in unequivo- 
cal terms. 

The currency bill, which received the sanction of 
the executive and the Republican members of the 
House and Senate, justifies the warning given by 
the Democratic party in 1896. It was then pre- 
dicted that the Republican party would attempt to 
retire the greenbacks, although the party and its 
leaders studious'y concealed their intentions. That 
purpose is now plain, and the people must choose 
between the retention of the greenbacks, 
imsued and controlled in volume by the 
government, and a pational bank note currency 
issued by banks and contrvlied in their own inter- 
ests. If the national bank notes are to be secured 
by bonds, the currency system now supported by 
the Republican party involves a permanent and 
increasing debt, and, so long as this system stands. 
the financial classes will be tempted to throw their 
powerful influence upon the side of any measure 
which will contribute to the size and permanency of 
a national debt. It is bardly conceivable that the 
American people will deliberately turn from the 
debt-payi@ policy of the past to the dangerous doc- 
trine of j.rpetual bonds. 


The Election 
of Senators. 

The demand for a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the. election of Senators by direct vote 
of the people, appears for the first time in a Dem- 
ocratic national platform, but a resolution pro- 
posing such an amendment, has three times passed 
the House of Representatives, and that, too, prac- 


tically without’ opposition. Whatever may have 
been the reasons which secured the adoption of 
the presefit plan, a century ago, new conditions 
have fade it imperative that the people be per- 
mitted to speak directly in the selection of their 
representatives in the Senate. A Senatoe is no lers 
the Tepresentative of the estate because he receives 
his commission from the people themselves, rather 
than from the members of the state legislature. If 
a voter is competent to vote for a member of Con- 
gress for state officers and for President, be is 
competent to choose his representative in the Sen- 
ate. A system which makes the Senator responsible 
for bis election to the people, as a whole, and 
amenable to them if he misrepresents them, must 
commend itself to those who have confidence in 
the intelligence and patriotism of the masses. 

The platform indorses the principle of direct 
legisiation. Thies is already applied to the more 
important questions in nation, state and city. It 
rests upon the sound theory that the pegple can ve 
trusted, and that the more responsive the govern- 
ment is to the will of the peopie, the more free it 
will be from misuse and abuse. 

Labor Planks 
of the Platform. 

Severa! planks of the labor platform are devoted 
to questions In which the laboring classes have un 
immediate interest, but which more remote'y cffect 
our entire population. While what is generaliy 
known as government by injunction is at present 
directed chiefly against the employes of corpo>»- 
tions, when there is a disagreement between them 
and their employer, it involves a principle which 
concerns every one. The purpose of the injune*:on 
in euweh cases is to substitute trial by judge for 
trial by jury, and is a covert blow at the jury srs- 
tem. The abolition of government by injune:ion 
is as necessary for the protection of the reputation 
of the court, as it fs for the security of the citizen 
Biackstone in defending tria' by jury, says: 

The impartial administration of justice, which 
secures both our persons and our properties, {s the 
great end of civil society, but if that be entrusted 
entirely to the magistracy, a se'ect body of men 
aml those selected by the prince such as enjoy the 
highest offices of the state, their de isions in ‘spite 
of their natural tutexgrity will have frequentiy en 
involuntary bias toward these of their own rank 
ntl dignity. It is not to be expected from human 
nature that the few should be always attentive to 
the interests and good of the many."’ 

If the criminal jaws are not sufficient for the pro- 
tection of property, they can be made more sever 
but a citizen charged with crime must bave bis 
case tried before a jury of his peers, 

he blacklist af now employed in some places 
enables the empleyer to place the emplore under 
practical duress, for the skilled laborer loses his in 
dependence when the empioyers can not only dis- 
charge him, but prevent his securing any simiiar 
employment. The biacklist enables employers to 
secure, by mutual agreement, that control over the 
w earners which a private monopoly exercises 
wit t contract. 


Arbitration 
Best Settlement. 
The platform renewe the demand for arbitration 
between corporations and their employes. No one 
who bas observed the friction whic arises between

The doctrine enunciated by Monroe and approve 
by succeeding Presidents, is essential to the wel- 
fare of the United States. The continents of 
North and South America are dedicated to the de- 
velopment of free government. One republic after 
another has been eStablished, until today wmon- 
arcbial idea has barely a foothold in the Dew 
world. 

While it is not the policy of this country to in- 
terfere where amicable relations exist between Eu- 
ropean countries and their dependencies in Ameri- 
ca, our people would look-witb disfavor upon apy 
attempt on the part of HPuropean governments to 
maintain an unwilling or forcible sovereignty over 
the people living on this side of the Atlantic. 


Abandonment of 


an American Idea. 

The position taken the Republican leaders, 
and more recently forth by the Republican 
candidate for the presidency, viz.: That we can- 
not protect a nation from outside interference with- 
out exercising soveteignty over its people, is an 
assault upon the Monroe doctrine, for while this 
argument is at this time directed against the propo- 
sition to give to the Filipinos both. independence 
and protection, it is equally applicable tu the re- 
publics of Central and South America. If this 
government cannot lend its strength to another re- 
public without making subjects of its people, then 
we must either withdraw our protection from tLe 
republics to the south of us or absorb them. Un- 
der the same plea, that fhe guardian nation must 
exert an authority equal to its responsibility, Eu- 
ropean nations bave for centuries exp.oited tCivcir 
wards, and it is a significant fact that the Repub- 
lican party shoulkd accept the Eurepean idea of a 
tarts ag at the same time that it adopts a 
Suropean colonial policy. There is no excuse for 
this abandonment of the American idea. We have 
maintained the Monroe doctrine for three-quarters 
of a century. The expense to us has been prac- 
tically nothing, but the protection has been bevoud 
value to our sisters republics. If a Fiiinipo republic 
is erected upon the ruins of Spanish tyranny, its 
protection by us will be neither difficult nor cx- 
pensive. No European nation would be willing for 
apy other European nation to have the islands, 
neither would any Eurepean nation be wil ing to 
provoke a war with us in order to obtain posses- 
sion of the tslands. If we assert sovereignty over 
the Filipinos we will have to defend that sev- 
ereignty by force, and the Filipinos will be our ene- 
mies; if we protect them from outside interference, 
they will defend themselves and wil! be our frie wes 
If they show as much determination in opposlag 
the sovereignty of other nations as they have shown 
in opposing our sovereignty, they will not require 
much assistance from us. 


Temptations

BUT NERVOUS STRAIN MAY BE 
NEARLY AS FATAL. 


havo One Need Fear That Too Much Out- 
side Help May Be Given the 
Stricken City—Situation Can 
Not Be Exaggerated.

By Wire to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

GALVESTON, Tex., Sept. 18.—It would 
de difficult to exaggerate the awful scene 
that meets the visitor's eyes in this city 
of ruins. The, situation could not be ex- 
Seeerated. Probably the loss of life will 
exceed any estimate that. has been made 
At the end of the island first struck by 
the storm and which was swept clean of 
every vestige of the splendid re: 
that covered it, the ruin is inclosed by a 
fnwertng wall-of debris, under which many 
bodies-are burfed. The removal of this 
scarcely begun. The story that will be told 
when this mountain of ruins is removed 
may multiply the:horrors of the fearful 
eltuation. 

1 do not believe there js danger of an 
epidemic, But the nervous strain upon the 
people,as they come to realize their 
dition may be nearly as fatal. They talk 
of friends that are gone with tearless 
fyes, making no allusion to the of 
property. 

A professional gentleman who called up- 
on me this afternoon, a gentleman of splgn- 
did human sympathies and refinement, 
wore a soiled black flannel shirt without a 
coat, and In apologizing for his appear- 
ance, said in the most casual, light-hearted 
way: 

“Excuse my appearance: I 
come in from burying the dead.’ 

But these people will break down under 
this strain, and the Red Cross is glad of 
the force of strong, competent workers 
which, with the aid of the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World, it has brought 
. their relief. 

If one would learn the measure of hu- 
man gratitude it could be learned from the 
reception given to t»e Red Cross and its 
staf of workers upon its arrival. Our re- 
ception began at Houston, and we were 
officially conducted both by the civil and 
the military authorities from one city 
to the other. Upon our arival in Galveston 
we were met by Congressman Hawley 
and by representatives of different depart- 
ments of the city government, including 
Mayor Jones. 

I speak of this not to call attention to 
the Red Cross work and the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World, but to show how in 
the greatest woe that could befall human 
beings the better natures of gratitude and 
thankfulness atill predominate. 

Relief is coming in as rapidly as the 
crippled transportation facilities will ad- 
mit. No need fear after seeing the brave 
and manly way in which these people are 
helping themselves that too much outside 
aid will be given. 

In reply to the question ‘‘what is most 


needed? I would say: The most immediate 
needs are surgival dressings, the ordinary 
medical remedies and delicacies for the 
sick.

Every one has 
tried to be as conservative as possible in 
making estimates, both as to the losses of 
life and property, but in view of all the 
features of this part of the situation to De 
seen now, it is not possible to reiterate the 
former estimate of 5000. 

Judge Morgan Mann stated today that in 
his opinion the list would go as high as 
7000, 

The exact number, of course, will never be 
definitely known. One can only hope that 
these large estimates will prove too high, 
and that at least a part of the horror of the 
work of the storm will not be so strongly 
in evidence.
